TIME OF SHIPMENT 


When ordering please specify when you wish bulbs shipped. We can winter pack and 
ship safely most any time but unless you have a cool airy storage they are better off in 
our own storage until near planting time. 


It helps the customer and the shipper if a few second choice items are listed, as we are 
bound to sell out on some varieties sooner than others. If we are out of large size ordered, 
we usually send medium (also a blooming size) and add extra count to balance.

The last parenthesis contains a figure denoting the number of days it 
requires from planting time until first bloom under average conditions, based on large 
bulbs. Medium or small bulbs require from five to ten days longer in proportion to size.

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GLADIOLUS CULTURE IN A NUTSHELL 


1. PLANTING TIME—April 25 to June 25. 
2. SITE—In full sunshine, well drained soil. Keep away from buildings, trees and 
shrubbery. 


3. PLANTING DEPTH—Bulblets, 2 inches; small size, 3 inches; medium, 3 to 4 inches; 
large, 4 to 6 inches. Rows, 2 to 3 feet apart. 
. In cutting flowers, leave at least 4 leaves intact. 
. LYSOL DIP—1 tablespoon lysol; 1 gallon water. Soak bulbs 4 to 6 hours immediately 
before planting.

NEW IMPROVED CERESAN DIP 


Formula in small amount: 1 oz. new improved ceresan, 3 teaspoons Grasselli Spreader- 
Sticker, 3 gal. water. In larger amount, !/ lb., 5 tablespoons, 25 gal., respectively. 

Mix the ceresan and spreader wetting agent first with paddle, avoiding hand contact 
while in this concentrated form. Then add the water while stirring. 


Soak bulbs in thin cloth bags 15 minutes, but not longer than 30 minutes, stirring oc- 
casionally. Soak bulblets 30 minutes. Plant same day treated else wash out in several 
water changes to stop the ac’ion and spread out thinly to dry. When ready to make the 
postponed planting, dip for a few seconds again. 


6. THRIP SPRAY—2 ozs. tartar emetic; 2 ozs. brown sugar or corn syrup; 3 gallons water. 


Mix well. Spray weekly atter third leaf of foliage appears until bloom starts. 
7. Dig bulbs about 6 weeks after varieties are done blooming, usually in October. Store 


in coolest part of basement after bulbs have been dried.
